lloilo, Panay Island, May 17, '99. 
Editor Kentuckian:— 

Everything has not been so quiet 
here for the last few days. They 
searched the town and all the light- 
ers in the river looking for arms 
last Saturday but did not find any. 
We expected an attack last Sunday 
night or Monday, and we were look- 
ing for a street fight. All of the 
boys on detached duty were ordered 
to report to their companies at once 
at the sound of call "To arms." 

I am on detached duty as inspec 
lor of customs and was on thi 
••Zuvenia." We worked until noon 
Sunday so as to finish loading her 
She left here at 7:30 p. m. Sunda; 
sol went down to the office and 
cleaned up my gun to get ready for 
action and I had nothing to do until 
eight o'clock Monday morning. I 
went out to the Co., so that if we 
had any trouble I would be there, 
but it was as quiet as ever. 

A fe\jr-ahots were fired on the line 
of the lSfh Regulars but not one on 
our lines. Although everything 
seems quiet now we would not be 
surprised to have a scrap at any 
time. The gunboats Princeton, 
Yorktown and Bennington are here 
and were cleared for action Sunday 
night. 

It rains here three or four times 
during the day and nearly all night. 
I call this the rainy season but the 
people here say it doesn't set in be- 
fore the middle of next month. The 
boys are having a tough timeout on 
the lines now, although they go 
guard only every fourth day and 
they have a tent at each outpost, 
but it rains so much and the mos- 
quitoes are about to devour them. 

My company is not faring so well 
now, they have eaten all the chick- 
ens they could find and they did 
not have any fresh beef for three 
weeks until yesterday. The "In- 
diana" came down from Manila 
with a lot of beef. They intend to 
begin killing beef here, a boat load 
of cattle came up from Cebu last 
Sunday. 

I have been in the office all this 
week; no ships have come in. I 
went out to the company last night 
and had a nice time. We had sev- 
eral chicken fights and after that 
was over we went to a house near 
our quarters where they had a 
piano and had a "stag" dance and 
stayed there until taps. 

Six or eight boys in our regiment 
received discharges in yesterday's 
mail. They will go to Manila to- 
morrow and will sail for Frisco on 
the first transport. 

Pay-day is the most interesting 
thing with us now. We have not 
been paid for March and April yet 
but are looking for the paymaster 
every boat that comes from 
Manila. 

June 1st, "99.— Still quiet but in- 
■Urgent* are giving trouble on 
Negros. They intend to lay a cable 
to Negros. The boat went to 
Negros to begin work Saturday. 
Four men were ambushed, two were 
killed and two taken as prisoners. 
A captain and two privates of the 
signal corps were ambushed the 
same day. The boat came back 
and notified Gen. Smith. He sent 
company M. of the 18th there. 
There are eight companies of the 
"Gallant 1st California" (as the 
Frisco papers say) stationed there, 
but they could not do what was 
wanted. The captain's body was 
found cut to pieces in a river. 

I am now on a British steamer, 
Ayr, she is taking sugar and will 
go to Delaware breakwater. She 
is a large ship and will carry 44,- 
000 tons.

Jaro is three miles from lloilo and 
no one is there but soldier.*,. The 
transports "Warren" and "Morgan 
City" brought 370 recruits for the 
18th regiment Monday. They ex- 
pect 400 more in a few days. 

Everyone thinks that the volun- 
teers who enlisted for the Spanish- 
American war will soon bemustered 
out. 

I can't see why they doa't send 
more troops here and let us do 
whatever we are going to do. It 
seems that they have troops for 
Cebu and Negros but none for lloilo. 

I wish that you could have seen 
the "rukies" that came here for the 
18th regulars. They are already 
sick of the Philippines. I went up 
to Company "D," of the 18th, for 
supper and the "rukies" lined up 
together: they had salmon and 
beans for supper. All of us talked 
like we had not had any salmon for 
a long time (really the company 
has almost lived on canned beef, 
beans and salmon for two months), 
nd when the cooks began to give 
ut supper and of course the 
rukies" got their's first. We old 
oys spoke two or three at a time 
nd told the cooks not to give the 
rukies" so much for we wanted a 
ttle and we wanted to know if 
there would be any second detail 
on beans. The "rukies" looked as 
f to say, 'If I ever get home you will 
never get me in the army again." 
After supper one of the old boys 
said, "Well, after you boys have 
served two years they will raise 
your wages one dollar a month." 
Just then two of the "rukies" said, 
Uncle Sam will never raise xaf 
wages but once."

Poultry houses that are 
cleansed daily need very little 
disinfecting.

Young turkeys should never 
be fed raw corn dough.

After they are about two 
weeks old begin giving them 
cracked wheat.

Ducks and geese should be 
picked regularly as soon as they 
quit laying. 

Serious loss from lice, vermin 
and disease will follow heedless 
management. 

One of the best feeds for 
young turkeys is curd squeezed 
dry and crumbling. 

Intelligent management will 
make the hen a source of revenue 
the year round. 

Get the fowls into the habit ol 
roaming over the orchard all 
through the summer. 

For the money invested, poul- 
try brings the quickest returns 
of anything on the farm. 

Poultry can be produced at 
less cost than pork, and a better 
meat, at least for summer. 

If desired to save some of the 
best young fowls for breeding 
select them and mark them. 

Don't try to raise fowls entire- 
ly on dry feed. They need 
green stuff quite as much as do 
cattle and horses. 

At this time, especially, with 
proper exercise, there is not too 
much danger of the fowls getting 
too fat. 

See that you have a good 
drinking fountain filled with 
fresh water for the fowls to 
>drink. It will pay you. 

Bretl in a flock of young 
thoroughbreds the number that 
will come up to the standard of 
excellence will be small. 

Scatter the grain well when 
feeding it to hens and chickens. 
It will make them hunt for it and 
give all a fair chance to get their 
share. 

Lice abounding in a flock will 
so militate against the health 
that general weakness ensues, 
and if allowed to remain for any 
length of time death ensues. 

We find that our ducks are 
very fond of lettuce and the wild 
or prickly variety suits them 
about as well as the cultivated 
kinds, so we hunt up a basketful 
of the weeds for them every day 
or two. 

It is better to ward against 
vermin by keeping sulphur and 
lime in the dust boxes and 
nests and the coop disinfected 
with kerosene now and then than 
to make a light against the host ! 
of these pests after they come in , 
swarms.

Symptoms of Cholera. 

Cholera frequently prevails in 
summer, but man} - diseases are 
ascribed to cholera through ig- 
norance of the symptoms. The 
first symptoms of the disease 
are, in the majority of cases, a 
yellow coloration of that part < f 
the excrement which is usually 
white, quickly followed by violent 
diarrheaand rise of temperature. 
Other common accompanying 
symptoms are droppings of the 
wings, stupor, lessened "appetite 
and excessive thirst. Since the 
disease is due to a specific germ 
t can only be introduced into the 
flock by fowls from infected 
premises. When the symptoms 
of the disease are noticed the 
fowls should be separated a 
much as possible and given r< 
stricted quarters, wheW the 
may be observed and where dis 
infectants can be freely used. 
As soon as the peculiar diarrhea 
is noticed with any of the fowls 
the birds of that lot should be 
changed to fresh ground and the 
sick ones killed. The infected 
excrement should be carefully 
scraped up and burned and the 
inclosure in which it has been 
scraped should be thoroughly 
disinfected with a one-half per 
cent solution of carbolic acid, 
which may be applied with an 
ordinary wateringpot. Burn the 
dead birds. The germs of dis- 
ease are taken into the system 
only by the mouth, and for this 
reason the watering troughs and 
feeding places must be kept free 
from contamination by frequent 
disinfection with the solution 
mentioned. Treatment of sick 
birds is of but little advantage 
under any circumstances. The 
disease runs its course, as a rule, 
in one, two or three days, and it 
can only be checked with great 
difficulty. The majority of sup- 
posed cases of cholera are really 
due to indigestion.— Farm and 
Fireside.

THE FIRST TYPEWRITER. 

Bidden Away in a Dark Corner of the 
Patent Office. 

Hidden away in a dark corner of 
i the motlel room in the patent office at 
» 4 "Washington,, with the du6t of years 
Ik -.giving its brown surface a coat of 
, gray^ is an apparently worthless block 
of wood cut in the shape of a stair- 
case, with small blocks of wood 
mounted on wires on each side of the 
staifs. 

When I happened to see this ob- 
ject while looking through the 400,- 
I - 000 models the other day I thought 
it must be some 6ort of child's play- 
thing. On closer examination my 
curiosity was aroused, so that I in- 
.duced one of the busy attendants to 
' ' look up the matter for me> It was 
discovered to be the first "typewriter" 
ever made in the United States — per- 
haps in the world. 
If placed by the side of one of our 
: 1899 model typewriters, the first 
typewriter could not fail to provoke 
a smile from the spectator. Instead 
of dainty black and nickel letter keys, 
with an open framework showing the 
easy working of the intricate ma- 
chinery of the inside, as is usual in 
the typewriters of to-day, this first 
typewriter consists of acl<*?ed wooden 
box with blocks of wood half an inch 
^•fcw for its letter keys. The paper 
•cSl^ga of the first typewriter is also 
of wood, and instead of the operator 
turning the paper carriage by a mere 
touch of an extension rod, as is done 
with all typewriters now in use, w hen 
one line was finished mi the first type- 
wxiter the operator had to use both 
-h^md- to i urn the paper carriage — one 
• tilmd toJiftacatch from the cogwheel, 
and the other hand to push the paper 
is far as deaired. 
,er, much as the first type- 
ffers from its grandchildren, 
closed examination shows that it has 
til the essentials of typewriters as wo 
know, theni lo-day. The inventor of 
the typewrit, r was & T. P. Allen, of 
F|rm<lalc, Ivy., who secured his pat- 
ent in 1870. There were other so- 
called typewriters invented before 
this jdate, but the Allen invention is 
the first machine that bore fruit, and 
it is that machine which may be 
looked upon as the parent of the 
5,000,000 or more typewriters in use 
in the United States to-day. — Cleve- 
land Leader. . 
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THE CHEERFUL CHIGGER, 

Peculiar Disease the Bombay Authorities 
Are Fighting." 

The government of Boruaby has 
lately published a resolution approv- 
ing of measures to betaken for the pre- 
vention of the introduction from 
British F.ast Africa by returning 
troops, coolies and others of the dis- 
ease known as chigger. . As append- 
ices to the resolution are two reports 
on the disease, one from the surgeon 
general of Bombay, the other from 
Surgeon Captain kilkelly, lately^ in 
charge of the Indian troops in East 
Africa. The disease is produced by 
a parasite called chigger and is known 
to science as Pulex penetrans. It 
usually attacks the feet, the female 
burrowing under the skin, where it 
gradually enlarges to the size of a 
pea. In the earlier stages detection 
is almost impossible, the very min- 
ute black spot denoting the presence 
of the insect being easily overlooked 
Later on, as the enlargement, due to 
the development of numerous eggs, 
increases, a slight itching or pain is 
felt, and the skin is seen to be discol- 
ored. When fully developed, the sac 
containing the eggs ruptures, the 
eggs escape and develop into the ma- 
ture insect. The sac can bo wholly 
removed, but the operation is a'diffi-' 
cult and delicate one. When the sac 
is ruptured a very serious inflamma- 
tion, proceeding to disease of the 
bone, is sometimes set up. 

Dr. Kilkelly saw three cases of this 
among British officers in the protect- 
orate, and in one case a toe had to he 
removed. The chigger seems to have 
been introduced to West Africa in the 
course of trade from the West Indies. 
It crossed the continent through the 
Congo State and Uganda, and in 
March, 1898, appeared at Mombasa, 
attacking many of the Indian coolies, 
and the danger of the time-expired 
men bringing the disease of India is 
therefore very great. "It appears 
probable," says Dr. Kilkelly, "that if 
untreated cases be allowed to land in 
India, the eggs on being expelled will 
find themselves under conditions not 
very dissimilar to those in Africa, and 
will rapidly develop and multiply." 
The surgeon general mentions that 
many cases were found among men 
returning to Bombay from the pro- 
tectorate, and proposes careful in- 
spection and treatment in Africa, on 
the return voyage, and in the Indian 
ports of arrival. He also advises de- 
tention for treatment in all cases in 
which the disease is found. Fourteen 
to 24 days is said to be the time nec- 
essary for complete development aft- 
er the skin is penetrated. The gov- 
ernment approves of these measures. 
It is stated that the British minister 
to Brazil in 1846 died through the 
careless removal of a chigger. The 
ill-effects of removal of the sac can, 
it is said, be prevented by the free 
use of strong antiseptics. — London 
Times. _________

Blackhead of Turkeys. 

We have had a great deal of 

complaint recently from turkey 
growers who give some symp- 
toms similar to the symptoms of 
the disease known as "black- 
head." It is an infectious disease 
of the intestines and liver, and 
has prevailed very extensively in 
some of the eastern states and 
has been scientifically investi 
gated in the New Kngland sec- 
tion only. The disease is caused 
by a small parasite which first 
<s the caecum or pronged 
part of the lower bowel, causing 
t to become thickened, enlarged 
and full of sores. The liver be- 
comes spotted and covered with 
small, round yellow spots. Young 
turkeys are attacked and may 
die, usually in July and August 
and later in the fall. The symp- 
toms are diarrhea, roughened 
feathers, purplish or "black" 
hea«l. and the disease spreads 
from one bird to another. 

Dr. Theobald Smith, of the 
United States Bureau of Animal 
Industry, recommends the disin- 
fection of the coops and other 
buildings designed for turkeys. 
The following disinfectants are 
strong enough to kill spores of 
bacteria: 

Corrosive sublimate, one ounce 
n about eight gallons of water. 
The water should be put in 
wooden tubs or barrels, and the 
powdered sublimate added to it. 
The whole must be allowed to 
stand twenty-four hours, so as to 
rive the sublimate an opportun- 
ty to become dissolved. Since 
his solution is poisonous it 
should be kept covered and well 
guarded. It may be applied with 
a broom or a mop and used freely 
on all wood work of the premises. 
Since it loses its virtue in pro- 
portion to the amount of dirt 
present, all manure and other 
dirt should be entirely removed 
before the application is made. 
All the manure should be covered 
with lime. 
Other disinfectants may be 
und available, of which the fol- 
ding are a few: Chloride 
lime, five ounces to a gallon 

ater. This should be applied 
in the same way. Here is a non- 
poisonous disinfectant. It is 
quite corrosive, however, and 
care should be taken to not let it 
get into the eyes or let it get on 
the hands from accidental splash- 
ing: Crude carbolic acid, one- 
half gallon; crude sulphuric acid, 
one-half gallon. These two sub- 
stances should be mixed in glass 
vessels, and the sulphuric acid 
added slowly to the carbolic acid, 
as during the mixture a large 
amount of heat will be developed. 
The disinfecting power of the 
mixture is heightened by keep- 
ing the heat down by placing the 
glass bottle or vessel in cold wat- 
er while the sulphuric acid is be- 
ing added. The resulting mix- 
ture is added to water in the ra- 
tio of one gallon of the mixture 
to twenty of water, and it will 
have a slightly milky appearance. 
Ordinary slacked lime, although 
t does not have the strong disin- 
ecting power found in the other 
:wo, will be found to be a very 
useful thing, and especially on 
nfected soil.— Exchange. 

Canning Chickens. 

T. B. Terry tells in the lVacti- 
:al Farmer of a poultryman who 
cans chickens. When the roost- 
ers get large enough to suit him, 
he dresses and cans enough to 
last about a year for his family 
use. The roosters are cut up, 
boiled arid then packed in two- 
quart cans, all air spaces being 
tilled with gravy. Then the cans 
are closed, just as though you 
were putting up fruit. 

This plan has a number of ad- 
vantages. In the first place you 
have a day or two at the job, and 
it is done lor the season. Again 
one does not have to board the 
roosters until such a time as they 
may be wanted to eat, and one 
has spring chicken the year 
round. And then, perhaps, the 
greatest gain is that the chickens 
are always cooked and ready for 
an emergency. When company

It lies scarcely more than one-fourth 
of a mile from the city hid I and is Irv- 
than that distance from Broadway (lie 
Magnificent. Its area is exceedingly 
small, being limited to Pell street, 
about 400 feet long; Doyers street, 
about one-half this length, and, say, 
about 000 feet of the length of Mott 
street. The three streets start from 
the Bowery, Pell running directly into 
Mott and Doyers curving around into 
PelL 

In the district of Greater New York 
and Jersey City are about 28.000 Chi- 
nese, but scarcely one-tenth of these, 
or about 2,500, live in Chinatown proper. 
Yet ail of these 28,000 are ruled and 
governed in the most absolute despot- 
ism by Choo Fong, known as the "may- 
or of Chinatown."

The highbinders are a seen 1 organ- 
ization, yet its members are In nam to 
all the Chinamen, and Hi chief officers 
held in as much honor and respect, 
a are the morals of the Chinese, at 
the merchant, or the banker, or the gam- 
bler. They obey implicitly the instruc- 
tions of the mayor. The latter issues 
his instructions upon a bulletin board 
' i front of Chinatown's city hall, and 
presentatives of all the 28,000 Chi- 
sse dwellers of Greater New York and 
viicnity are expected to visit China- 
town at least once a week in order to 
learn the orders of his majesty. Sun- 
day is usually the day selected, and on 
that day the three narrow streets are 
literally crowded, while the restau- 
rants and stores and bazars do a thriv- 
ing trade. 

There are two kinds of gambling in 
Chinatown, lotteries and fan tan. Every 
Chinaman is a gambler, a game which 
they regard as honorable as selling 
shark fins or lending money at inter- 
The authorities know there are 
more than a score of places in China- 
town where gambling is carried on, but 
it is only at long intervals that raids 
are made by the police.
